off to handle a fire as soon as he got home. 

Fire Inspector Sandy Solis has been with the City of Si¬ 
ena Madre for about eight years. She started as an ambulance 
driver out of EMT training at Rio Hondo College. Her origi¬ 
nal position was a combination of working for the Fire Pre¬ 
vention Bureau and relieving the Water Department, but she 
has now been promoted to Fire Inspector. 

The most challenging calls Sandy faces involve children. 
She related a story about a recent call when a child was at¬ 
tacked by a dog. The dog was subdued by the time they ar¬ 
rived, but they had to calm the child and mother, and then 
transport the child. 

Since this week is Fire Prevention Week, Sandy has been 
especially busy, showing students around the Department.’She 
also holds the job of Chairman of the Fire Prevention Festi¬ 
val this coming Saturday. “Each year it seems to get bigger 
and bigger.” 

Despite the hustle and bustle, she provides the News with 
its weekly Rre Blotter and fields numerous questions every¬ 
day. 

Just as Chief Tracy described, both Richard and Sandy are 
very low-key and very modest. In honor of Fire Prevention 
Week, they contributed a number of articles about safety and 
prevention for diis week’s issue. 


Fire Prevention Week reminds Sierra Madre of the great 
pride we take in the fact diat ours is the only all-volunteer Rre 
Department in Los Angeles County. 

Fire Chief Ed Tracy, now in his ninth year, is especially 
proud of the volunteer crew which lists 44 active members and 
six reserves. “They are two types of volunteers,” he said, 
“Those who ate here to get experience and training and those 
people Mtho want to be involved with the community but 
chow not to pursue Are work as a full time career.” 

In addition to the Volunteer Fire Dquirtment, there are two 
staff members of the Fire Prevention Bureau, Acting Fire 
Marshal Richard Snyder and Fire Inspector Sandy Solis, who 
both do double duty on die volunteer squad. 

“These are the people that everyone deals with,” Chief 
Tracy said. “When residents and business owners have ques¬ 
tions or need something, they are who you ask.” 

“It’s difficult,” he continued, “to put in the kind of hours 
they do and then volunteer on the other side.” 

Both Sierra Madre Fire Inspectors are very well known 
around town for their fnendliness and sincerity. Richard and 
his wife Susan live in town, blocks from die Rre SUUion. They 
are both involved with the youth group at their church, often 
going along on their weekend trips. 

I know Richard personally as a past neighbor, not just as 
someone you say hello to over the fence, but as someone who 
really cares about his community and about people. On two 
occasions my dog ran away and Richard immediately got out 
the flashlights and started helping me search for her, even on 
Christmas Eve. 

While I was away from home one day, my dog went into 
systemic shock.

A lot has changed since Franklin Delan^ Roosevelt was 
President, but U.S.'communications laws have essentially 
remained the same. Cdn’pess adopted (he rules that now gov¬ 
ern telephone, television, and other media in 1934. Laws 
written to govern the radio industry have extended into the 
computer age. Those laws have allowed monopolies to ^- 
trol telecomrnunications for decades. But landmark legisla¬ 
tion will soon move the telecommunications industry into the 

21 st century, and consumers will be the big winners. 

Competition in any maiket is die consumer’s best friend. 
Your ability to go elsewhere to buy goods and services means 
{Roducers must respond to your wishes. While telephone ser¬ 
vice stagnated for decades, the competition in long-distance 
service since 1982 has led to better prices and services. The 
most direct result of H.R. 1555, which passed the House in 
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The National Fire Protection Association (NFPA) esti¬ 
mates that one-third of alt smoke detectors in U.S. house¬ 
holds do not operate due to dead or missing batteries. Break¬ 
through technology from First Alert, the world’s largest 
manufacturer of smoke detectors, may help save additional 
lives with a smoke detector that is designed to last 10 years 
without a battery change. 

According to First Alert, the new 10 year smoke detec¬ 
tor cannot be opened by the homeowner, nor will the batter¬ 
ies connect to any other consumer product “We’re address¬ 
ing the one problem Fire Dqiartments have encountered all 
too often in the remains of a bumt-out home; sirirAe detec¬ 
tors that have been disabled because the power source is 
missing or inoperative,” said Richard I'^nmons, vice presi¬ 
dent of marketing for First Alert “Other than vacuuming, 
as we recommeitd for conventional smoke detectors to keep 
them clear of debris and dust the unit is virtually mainte¬ 
nance free.” 

A 10 year life span was developed because the NFPA 
recommends replacing smoke detectors after a decade of 
continuous use. “Many peqple don’t realize that smoke de¬ 
tectors work 24-hours a day, seven days a week and eventu¬ 
ally wear out” said Timmons. “However, in this case there 

are no additional batteries to purchase or remember to install. 

After its useful life, a warning chirp tells you it’s time to 
replace the detector,” he said. 

If unintentional activation occurs from coring smoke, 
the detector has a silencer button that temporarily silences 
the horn for eight to 10 minutes. Additionally, there is a test 
button to be sure the detector is functioning properly. 

First Alert officials said they believe the new 10 year 
detector will help saves additional lives that would otherwise 
be lost. According to NFPA statistics, 33,000 Americans are 
killed or injured in home fires every year. 

“We have seen fire-related fatalities decline by over 33 
percent in the last 10 years and most fire safety experts be¬ 
lieve smoke detectors were a significant contributor to this 
statistic,” said Timmons, 'yft hope the new 10 year detec¬ 
tor is instrumental in helping reduce the number of uninten¬ 
tional deaths and iqjuries from hrane fires.” 

The new 10 year detector retails for about $33 and is

The purpose of a reservoir tank is to 
help stabilize the amount of coolant in the 
raoiator. As the en 9 ine heats and the 
coolant expands, fluid flows from the ra¬ 
diator trough a tube and into the reser¬ 
voir tank, when the vehicle is stopped 
and the engine temperature cools, that 
fluid returns to the radiator because of a 
slight vacuum created by the coolant 
contracting. 

Your sioiation is not normal because 
the effect of the coolant, passed back and 
forth, wHI make it appear the same in the 
resenroir and In the radiator. Perhaps the 
coolant temperature doesn’t get high 
enough to be transferred because only 
short drives are being taken. I think it's 
more likely, however, that the problem is 
caused by a faulty or incorrect radiator 
cap which acts like a valve to allow the 
fluid to be channeled. If the cap is work¬ 
ing property, look for a kinked or plugged 
over flow tube, or a leak elsewhere in the 
cooling system.

The Sierra 
Madre Fire Prevention Bu¬ 
reau works with the residents 
in the foothills to help pro¬ 
vide that “fighting chance” 
that is desperately needed to 
prevent a disastrous fire. This 
is done through an aggressive 
brash clearartce program and 
by educating the residents on 
what to do before, during and 
after a brush fire. 

Here is a list of the brush 
clearance requirements that 
you can use to protect your 
home: 

Maintain the first 30 feet 
around any structure free of 
native brush and hazardous 
vegetation. 

Maintain the vegetation 
30 to 100 feet around any 
structure at a height of not 
more than 18". 

Clear vegetation 10 feet 
from roadways. 

Remove tree limbs that 
are within 10 feet of a chim¬ 
ney outlet. 

Maintain 5 feet of vertical 
clearance between your roof 
and overhanging vegetation. 

Place a spark screen on 
your chimney outlet. 

Keep all roof surfaces 
clear of dead leaves and 
twigs. 

Stack wood piles away 
from buildings. 

Post your street number 
on your house so it is visible 
from the street.

You feel a dull ache and 
tightness in your chest. A 
moderate amount of pain ra¬ 
diates to your left arm and 
jaw. You awake to find your¬ 
self in a local urgent care hos- 
pital after experiencing a 
heart attack. 

You were unable to help 
yourself, but your wife upon 
seing your distress dials 911. 
Sierra Madre Volunteer Fire 
Department responds. Within 
60 seconds a volunteer 
E.M.T. (Emergency Medical 
Technition) is keeping you 
alive with chest compres¬ 
sions and ventilations (CPR). 
Your rescuer lives just 
around the comer and having 
the streets memorized, re¬ 
sponded directly to your ad¬ 
dress rather than drive to the 
fire station. The Sierra Madre 
ambulance arrives and elec¬ 
trical stimulation of your 
heart allows it to beat once 
again. All this within three 
minutes of the 911 call. 

This scenerio is real and 
not unusual according to Si¬ 
erra Madre Deputy Fire Chief 
Roger Lowe. “Average re¬ 
sponse times to other-than- 
fire emergencies are three 
minutes or less”, according to 
Lowe, “and only 3.64 min¬ 
utes to fires”. Duty personnel 
take the “ambulance home at 
night” helping to reduce re¬ 
sponse time to non-fire emer¬ 
gencies.

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Memories of One of 
Arcadia's First Paramedics

turned to the U.S. in 1994, 
where he resides in West 
Covina today. 

Although he is very mod¬ 
est about this fact, Arcadia 
nrefighters have said that he 
was one of the first people 
who pushed for a paramedics 
program in the community. 
(The program began in LA. 
County approximately 23 
years ago.) He recalls cel¬ 
ebrating his SOth birthday 
party during paramedic train¬ 
ing at Harbor General Hospi¬ 
tal in San Pedro. Today, ac¬ 
cording to Morgan, he is only 
one of two individuals still 
living from that original class 
of five. 

Paramedic training al¬ 
lowed firefighters to admin¬ 
ister medical assistance to 
victims at the scene of an ac¬ 
cident (“Not even R.N.s 
could do that at the time”). 

A few of Morgan’s rescue 
memories include the time 
that he was attacked by owls 
while trying to get a ball out 
of a tree on Fairview. He has 
also given mouth-to-mouth 
resuscitation to two black lab 
puppies that were drowning 
in a swimming pool on 
Oaklawn Drive. They sur¬ 
vived. 

Some memories are not so 
happy. As a good friend of 
firefighter Jerry Broadwell, 
Morgan was in the ambulance 
with him after Broadwell fell 
through a roof into a burning 
building in 1975.. “Don’t let 
my boys become firefighters,” 
were his last words to Don 
Morgan, a tearful recollection 
for him. 

Today, the children’s 
reading room at the Arcadia 
Public Library is dedicated to 
Jerry Broadwell.-(Also, one 
of his sons has become a 
firefighter, says Morgan.) 

Don Morgan enjoyed chil¬ 
dren that admired firefight¬ 
ers. On several occasions 
when the paramedics would 
be walking down the hall at 
Methodist Hospital after a 
rescue, kids would remark, 
“Look mommy, there’s a 
fireman.” Morgan beamed, 
“We were elevated a foot off 
the ground.”

Is it okay for my cat to eat dog food? I feed my 
dog and cat together and he seems to like the dog 
food better. 


Most dog foods do not meet the nutritional require¬ 
ments for cats. Cats have several important metabolic 
differences from dogs. Here are a few examples: 

1. The cat has much higher protein requirements 
than the dog. 

2. Cats require more taurine, and amino acid in 
their diet. Inadequate levels result in blindness 
and heart disease. 

3. Cats require more niacin since they can not 
convert the amino acid tryptophan to niacin as 
dogs can. 

4. Cats require vitamin A in their diet since they 
cannot convert B-Carotene to vitamin A as 
dogs can. 

5. Cats require higher levels of Vitamin B6. 

It is important to feed your cat primarily cat food. A 
few trips to the dog dish won't hurt him, but you 
should probably feed them separately to ensure that

We got inside and we 
could see blood on the baby 
so we knew there was some¬ 
thing to look for. We began 
questioning the mother about 
what led up to this. The baby 
was just really tiny, very 
young. 

“The mother said she had 
gone to the pediatrician and 
had been told it was time they 
could start the baby on cereal. 
The mother was sixteen years 
old. Cereal to her meant 
cornflakes and that’s what 
she started feeding the baby. 
The rest explains itself.” 

Lozar said, “So many of 
the calls we go on are really 
tragic and it takes its toll 
sometimes. Occasionally 
there are some that really 
touch your heart. Some are 
truly stressful.”

The paramedics are a vital 
part of the Arcadia Fire De¬ 
partment. When I asked if 
they would be willing to 
share some stories with me 
forCityScene, they were very 
willing and anxious. 

Dave McConnell sat 
down and began talking with 
me. He said, “My partner 
Greg Largent will be here in 
just a minute. He is just drop¬ 
ping off some paperwork.” 
Their captain said others 
would cover calls for a half 
hour or so while we talked. 

Dave said, “I’ll go ahead 
and start even though the first 
story I want to tell you in¬ 
volves Greg too. We were on 
a mutual-aid call. That’s 
when other cities like 
Monrovia and El Monte need 
rescues and don’t have para¬ 
medics available. My partner 
and I were...” 

At that point the most 
God-awful alarm sounded. A 
voice with instructions and 
numbers came loud and clear 
over a P. A. system. The other 
units were all out. Dave and 
Greg had to go. Dave jumped 
up and said, “Sorry, we’re out 
of here but we’ll be right 
back.” 

Captain Rick Braun said, 
“Hopefully they won’t be 
gone long. Maybe 1 can fill in 
a few minutes while they are 
gone. I was on rescue for 
eight years.” 

I never did see Greg and 
didn’t get a chance to really 
talk with Dave until he was 
off-duty about two hours 
later. Every time he would 
come in and start to tell me 
his story, that ear-splitting, 
nerve-shattering alarm would 
sound and they would be off 
uguin. It cun never he suld 
that their job is dull, or that 
they sit around too much. I’ll 
tell Dave’s story another 
time. 

Captain Harvy Lozar 
came into the office and be¬ 
tween him and Captain 
Braun, I had plenty to listen 
to. These two men could fill 
a book, and an interesting 
book it would be. Their sto¬ 
ries run the gamut from medi¬ 
cal aid, traffic and fire, to 
gang-related shootings and 
stabbings. 

Lozar said, “We do a lot of 
above and beyond stuff for 
the citizens of Arcadia that 
most people never know 
about, only the ones directly 
involved.” An example was a 
time when some paramedics 
stayed in Methodist 
Hospital’s emergency room 
to help when ER was over¬ 
loaded. They helped take vi¬ 
tal signs, soothe patients, etc. 
This at a time they could have 
been catching their breath for 
the next call. 

Once in a while they have 
the opportunity to help a new 
life into the world. Captains 
Lozar and Braun have each 
delivered three babies. 

Lozar said, “The first 
child I delivered was right 
here at the station. A couple 
drove here in their landlord’s 
Cadillac. Mom was giving 
birth in the back seat. We de¬ 
livered the baby right here on 
the front ramp of the fire sta¬ 
tion in the back of that 
Cadillac and then delivered 
Mom and the baby to the hos¬ 
pital to be checked. 

“Years later I ran into the 
family on a routine call at the 
hospital. I was able to meet 
the young daughter I had de¬ 
livered and it was very re¬ 
warding to me.” 

Braun’s ‘ strongest 
memory was a breech deliv¬ 
ery he handled. “It was an 
Asian woman who spoke 
very little English. I was the 
driver, so my partner was re¬ 
ally going to handle the birth 
until all of a sudden a fool 
comes out. He's saying‘Uuhh,

The resident was spray-painting automobile parts inside the 
house. The flammable fumes drifted to a nearby space heater, 
which then triggered an explosion. The family’s house was 
destroyed. 

Stogner said, “This is just one example, of many, of how a 
fire could have been prevented if the resident had been edu¬ 
cated.” 

The Rre Prevention office meets with a variety of groups— 
homeowners, churches, social, retirees—to instruct and train 
them with easy steps towards a safer, fire resistant environ¬ 
ment. Stogner said, “I enjoy meeting'with the public and 
speaking...Everyone is always very receptive to our mes¬ 
sage.” She added, “Anyone that calls and wants training, we’re 
there.” 

The number one place most fires start in the home is in the 
kitchen. Stogner explained some easy steps many households 
can take to reduce the risk of fire.

Should a buyer gel a profes¬ 
sional inspection for the home they are 
buying? 


Definitely. Hiring a professional 
home inspector can save a great deaj of 
grief for buyers. The one exception 
would be when the home is new and car- 
ries a written warranty by the builder. j 

Many buyers mistakenly believe Mikki^rretta 
that the only reason to have a home in¬ 
spection is to make sure that the house they’re buying doesn’t 
have defects serious enough to warrant backing our of the trans¬ 
action. But there’s more to it than that. 

Certainly, an inspection witi usually reveal major prob¬ 
lems thatmuy-wvpn.euiprise the MUei. -Ibenbuiotis one^ara 
corroded plumbing, antiquated and unsafe electrical, or struc¬ 
tural and foundation problems. And, the discovery of such prob¬ 
lems may cause the buyer to re-think his or her offer. 

Although a competent inspector can uncover deal-crush¬ 
ing defects, these problems are usually not commonplace. Typi¬ 
cally, the seller will already have told the buyer about anything 
major. More often, inspections reveal less serious problems; 
problems that may not be serious but can be aggravating. 

For instance, there could be a minor electrical defect, or 
inferior ventilation of heating system or fireplace. If so, the buyer 
is usually in the position of having the purchase price reduced, 
or the defect corrected. More important, it also prevents the 
minor problem from developing into a major disaster a year or 
two down the road. 

There is, of course, the possibility that the home inspec¬ 
tion will produce another outcome: everything is fine. In this 
case, the buyer gains piece of mind, confident about the major 
investment he or she is about to make. That, too, is an enor¬ 
mous benefit for the cost of the Inspection. 

Now, how does a buyer find a home inspector? By ask¬ 
ing their real estate agent, friends, or lender. Inspectors are also 
listed in the Yellow Pages under “Home Inspection Services". 
But, a word of advice — don’t hire a contractor. Contractors 
earn their living doing repair and renovation work, so their rec¬ 
ommendations aren’t likely to be as objective as those of a pro¬ 
fessional inspector.
